Briefly we take up the matter of 
cards. I wish I had been able with- 
out serious interruption of my time 
to keep account of the card parties an- 
nounced this winter. It might be a 
surprise. Or are there still those who 
feel that it is a mark of a progressive 
and cultured community, Again J hea: 
the question, ‘What is the harm in a 
quiet game of cards?” An hour of 
speech could be used this morning 
snowing the harm and perhaps it 
would not avail. Forty millions packs 
of cards were sold in thig country last 
year. They were used for gambling 
und Wm. Mather Lewis, director of 
ihe savings department of the Treas- 
ury is reported in the Washington 
slerald as saying that billions of dol- 
lars changed hands last year in gam- 
bling. I do not say that every card 
player is a gambler but I do say that 
every gambler had to learn how to 
play the first time at a quiet game of 
ards, A thing that lends itself so 
easily to gambling which is reaching 
such alarming proportions in this 
vountry should not have so wide a fol- 
iowing among people who claim to 
have a desire to help the young. Peo- 
ple smile at any hint that playing 
cards leads to gambling. But they 
must know better if they observe. 
Surely everyone knows, that the 
gambling reported in Grayling is of 
no small proportions. There seems to 
le plenty of places where our boys 
and girls can see the processes. Many 
say I will teach my children at-home 
then they will not want to play in 
lplaces they ought not and I can tell 
‘them the evils of it. Cases are too 
' numeruus where it did not work. Play 
with the children at home with other 
| games that do not have the huge ele- 
‘ment of chance as have the cards. 
| And while we speak of gambling,—it 
frives net matter in the eyes of courts 
where the gambling is done if therc 
is a stake it is gambling.

STATE TO HAVE. 
HEAD OF REINDEER 


SIXTY TO ARRIVE FROM NOR. 
WAY SOON. 


Will Be placed On Wild Lands of Up- 
per Michigan, 

The State Conservation commission 
receive sixty reindeer 
from Norway. C. 8B. Olivarius of 
this city is in receipt of a message 
that the reindeer were shipped from 
Christiania, Norway, February 24, 
and would probably arrive in New 
York about March 10th, on the steam- 
ship Bergensfjord. 

In the shipment are ten bucks and 
fifty females. Accompanying them 


,ure three Laplanders who will look 


after the animals and care for them 
unti! they are placed upan some of 
the wide stretches of wild lands in 
the Upper Peninsula, near Newberry 
or Soo Junction. It is hoped and ex- 


i pected that one of the Laplanders 


will remain with the herd for a year 
or longer, or until some of our Amer- 
icans can be taught the right care of 
these animals. These reindeer are 
of a very hardy type and very pro- 
iifie and it is hoped that in the near 
future we shall have vast herds of 


them traveling the wild lands of 
Nurthern Michigan. 
For some time the Conservation 


commission has been trying to get a} 


herd of these animals and efforts 
were niade to get them from Alaska, 
but the cost seemed almost prohibi- 
vive. it being $600.00 per head in Se- 
attle. Mr. C. B. Olivarius, a native 
of Denmark and a lawyer, who is at 
present. the private secretary of Mr. 
Rasmus Hanson, of this city, was 
asked if he believed they could be se- 
cured from Norway at a reasonable 
from Norway at a reasonable price. 
price. The Conservation commission 
took the matter up with Mr: Olivarius 


| and requasted thaf he taka up negotia- 


tions with parties in Norway in an ef- 
fort to secure a herd of reindeer. This 
he did with the result that these ani- 
mals will cost the State of Michigan 
nbout #200.00 a head landed in New 
York. 

This is only an experiment and if 
found to be successful no doubt it 
will he gone into on a larger scale. 
Much depends upon the way the ani- 
mals are handled, says Mr. Olivarius 
as to their success. Certain natives 
of Lapland living in Upper Michi- 
gan claim that the forage and grass- 
cs in that region are very similar.to

We have farmed with little dabs 
of a lot of things, with not much to 
sell, while the world, the way it is or- 
ganized, keeps demanding more and 
more ready money. 

We have raised our cows from 
scrub bulls, and that has got us no 
where nor anything. 

We have cross bred until our cows 
are a mess of mongrels, ring-tailed 
und speckled, and averaging a tragi- 
cally low yield. 

We have run the whole show on 
cur own haphazard, unscientific plan, 
getting so little for our lives used up 
and our labor expended, that it seems 
to a bystander that many would wel- 
eome a change. 


All Aboard for a Change. 

We may stand at the station when 
the conductor calls: “Ali aboard,” 
and let the train go on without us: 

It seems right up to a man’s de- 
ciding whether he wants to stay 
where he is, and as he is, or to move 
ahead, 

If the latter, he has got to shake 
himself out of his day dream and say 
to himself: “Get out of here. Catch 
the cars, They will soon be gone.” 

So with our farming; some are so 
slow to make a change for the better; 
so slow to catch on to better ways and 
better things. Some of us seem to 
find it too much trouble to think con- 
structively; to plan; to improve in ex- 
ecutive ability. Easier to starve 
along and holler “Bad luck;” “Every- 
one against me;” “The. weather;” 
“The railroads,” “The government.” 

The truth may be that the com- 
plainer has stagnated.

WIRES FIRED HYDROGEN GAS 


Those Not tmmediately Killed by the 
Fali Burned to Death, Since 
Flerce Heat Forbade Attempts 
at Rescue—List of Victims. 
Norfolk, Va., Feb, 21,--In the great- 
eat disaster that ever afiicted Amert}- 
ean uillitary aeronautics, thirty-four 
men died this afternoon when the 
army dirigible Roiwnma plunged a thou- 
sand feet and crashed to earth In 
flames uear the Hampton Roads army 

base. 

Ouly eleven of the forty-five inen 
aloft were saved, and suine of them 
were terribly hurt. 

It tuvk tess than @ minute for the 
burning airship to reach the ground 
after the explusion, 


Those why jumped were forced to¢ 


take this Slim chance of escaping cer- 
tain death in the flaines, which had 
quickly enveluped the entire craft. It 
lg believed those whe remained in the 
ship were instantly killed by the ex- 
plosion or trapped by the flames aud 
unable to seek possible safety in fight. 

Reports from Portsmouth, which {s 
near the naval base, sald the Roma, 
after a slaming plunge of hundreds 
of feet, struck one of the barracks 
buildings at the base ‘ayd then ex- 
ploded with a ripping crash, A sheet 


! of flame leaped from the rent In the 
| gas bag and the passenger compart- 
! ments slung underneath dropped twen- 
i ty feet to the ground beiow. 


The breaking of the rudder with its 
vertical controls, affixed in box kite 
fashion to the stern, was the orlginal 
cause of the disaster.
